KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 11.—In re- 


venge for‘the “‘snubs’’ which they be- 
HMevyed they had received from W.. B. 
Ridgely, wife of the former Comptfolle- 
of the Currency, Kansas City society 
leaders waged a social warfare against 
Mrs. Ridgely which has practically de- 
posed her husband from the presidency 
of the National Bank of Commerce of 
this city. Mr. and Mrs. Ridgley will be 


at liberty to return te the gaities of life 
in the national capital after Jan. 1 
When it was first announced that Mr. 
Ridgely would come to Kansas City to 
take charge of the reorganized Pank of 
Commerce he gave out an interview 
stating emphatically that he had not 
seriously considered the matter. 

His friends intimated that Mrs. Ridge- 
ly “positively would not think of com- 
{ng to such a place as Kansas: City to 
live.’ But the proffer of the bank pres- 
idency included an offer of a salary of 
$25,000 a year, and Ridgely final'y ac- 
cepted. 

Social Invitations Declined. 


At first the Ridgelys lived at the Balti- 
more Hote! and then removed to the 
Broadlands, an exclusive apartment 
house on the South Side. Invitations to 
social affairs poured in upon them, but 
| practically all were declined. It became 
evident that Mrs. Ridgely had decided 
that the social circle in which sie in- 
tended to move in Kansas City should 
be very smal). 

Mrs. Ridgely herself entertained scl- 
dem. She gave 2 number of ¢Cinners, 
but they were so exclusive that some of 
the most prominent society leaders in 
the city were ‘‘cut.’’ Even the ucquain- 
tences she was forced to form in the ex- 
clusive apartment house appeared to be 
distasteful to Mrs. Ridgely, and about a 
month ago her husband obtaine: a lease 
on the Gardiner Lathrop home at Forty- 
fifth and Walnut streets. 


Husbands Aided Wives. 

While the local society women were 
emarting under Mrs. Ridgley's ‘‘snubs,”’ 
their husbands, many of whom had been

CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—J. Edwin Stein, 
the proposed victim of alleged black- 
mailers, who were arrested yesterday, 








committed suicide today in a room at 


& prominent South Side hotel. He was 
2 years old and was a son of David 
Stein of the wholesale clothing firm of 
Ederheimer, Stein & Co. 

The men arrested in the alleged black- 
mailing plot were Charles Gerbaum, 
Jacob Marooney and Joseph Hankin. 
Their plan, according to M&rooney’s 
story to the police, was to “‘gather in- 
formation about young »cein, and then 
to demand $50,000 of the young man’s fa- 
ther on pain of having scandalous sto- 
ries spread. 

It is said that a loud-voiced quarrel 
among the three men on the street yes- 
terday, each accusing the other of at- 
tempting to cheat, brought about a 
revelation of the conspiracy. 

Young Stein’s suicide came 48 an 
unexpected und tragic sequel to the 
arrests. He is said to have been 
greatly depressed by the attempt to 
extort money from his father. He 
left letters to his parents and to the 
hotel managers on his dresser.

CARMACK’S SPLENDID 
TRIBUTE 10 THE SOUTH 
HEN Carmack’s seat in the 
W House was contested by 
Josiah Patterson, during 
the second session of the Fifty- 
fifth Congress, Carmack delivered 

a speech which was_ reprinted 

throughout the country. It was 

one of the few speeches to which 
the late Thomas B. Reed listened 
with any show of enjoyment. 

Here is the peroration: 

“TI speak, sir, for my native 
State, for my native South. It is 
a land that has known sorrows; a 
land that has broken the ashen 
crust and moistened it with her 
tears; a land scarred and riven 
by the plowshare of war and bil- 
lowed with the graves of her 
dead; but a land of legend, a land 
of song, a land of hallowed and 
heroic memories. To that land 
every drop of my blood, every 
fiber of my being, every pulsa- 
tion of my heart, is eonsecrated 
forever. I was born of her womb, 

I was nurtured at her breast, and 
when my last hour shall come I 
pray God that I may be pillowed © 
upon her bosom and rocked to 
sleep within her tender and en- 
circling arms.” 

It was this speech which saved 
his seat in the House. 
COLUMBIA, Tenn., Nov. 11.—Business 

was entirely suspendea and the people 
of this city and county, together with 
many from-other Tennessee counties, 
turned out today to do honor to the 
memory of the late Senator Edward 
Carmack. Public buildings were draped 
in crepe out of respect to the memory 
of the man who was shot to death on 
the streets of Nashville Monday after- 
noon. 

Trains last night and today brought 
large delegations from all over the State 
to attend the funeral, which was held at 
11 o’clock in the Methodist Church. 

The funeral services were, at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Carmack, very simple, 
but the scenes at the church and at the 
grave were impressive. 

The services at the church were in 


jcharge of the Rev. W. T. Boah, pastor 


of the First Christian Church here, the 
church of which Senator Carmack was 
a member. Rev. R. Lin cave of Nash- 
ville delivered the address at the church. 
At the grave the burial was conducted 
with Masonic honors. The Masonic ex- 
ercises were presided over by Maj. John 
Wil'‘iamson of this city, past grand mas- 
ter. 

Floral offerings were sent to Co- 
lumbia from all sections of the State. 
These, added to the flowers sent from 
this city and county, constituted the 
most gorgeous floral collection ever 
seen at a Tennessee funeral. 

The offering from the citizens of 
Columbia and Maury County was a 
magnificent pall which covered the 
entire casket and was composed of 
American beauty roses and white 
shrysanthemums, white roses, lilies 
and ferns.

Leading Artist of “Judge” 
Will Hereafter Draw for 
St. Louisans.

ICTOR GIL- 
LAM, a fa- 
mous cartoon- 
ist who for 
16 years was 
the leading 
artist of the 
comic weekly 
Judge, has 
joined the art 
staff of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
Henceforth his 
work will ap- 
pear exclu- 
sively in this 
newspaper. 
Those who 
have been fa- 
miliar with the cartoons of Judge will re- 
member many which bore his name, 
notably “‘The White Man’s Burden” and 
“His Master’s Voice,’ which were given 
special printimgs ana wide circulation. 

President Roosevelt has an extensive 
collection of Mr. Gillam’s drawings and 
was so much interested in his work that 
he invited the artist to visit him at the 
White House. The invitation was ac- 
cepted and an intimate friendship was 
the consequence, 

In addition to his work as a cartoonist 
for publications, Mr. Gillam has ap- 
peared upon the stage, drawing pictures 
for the amusement of Keith & Proctor 
audiences after an exceedingly novel and 
interesting method. 

He was led to undertake this work 
after successfully entertaining school 
children in England during a visit there 
\gome years ago. Being invited to attend 
a school he offeréd to repay his enter- 
tainers by drawing upon the blackboard. 
His hasty comic sketches so amused 
the children that he was invited to other 
schools. 

He invented a means for invading a 
comic sketch, which seemed complete, 
with other figures, which intensified the 
fun, but which the audience had not 
seen him draw. 

His careful study of anatomy and of 
drawing, united with his strong sense 
of the comic, enables him to work very 
quickly and with few lines. 

Fourteen Faces in Seven Minutes. 

One of his interesting feats is to draw 
14 faces depicting the ages of man and 
woman from infancy to oldest age, in 
seven minutes. He begins with the face 
of a baby, and by wiping out or adding 
lines causes sex to change and shows the 
progress of years. 

He says, “I was born in England, 
which was no fault of mine, as I would 
rather be a native American. I was 
brought here when 6 years old, and 
given a public school education. 

‘In extreme youth I evinced a liking 
for art and was sent to Cooper Institute 
in New York City. I was astonished 
to note the length of:time students took 
to finish a drawing and decided that, a 
office boy in the art department of a 
New York newspaper, I would advance 
more quickly. 

Some of the artists insisted that as a 
preliminary to art I must run for boiled 
eggs. This proved detrimental to my 
clothing and my mother compelled me to 
resign. 

“Later I drifted into crayon portrait 
making. About 19 years ago I entered 
the cartoon field. In the beginning I 
made from $5 to $7 per week, but my 
earnings increased rapidly, and I be- 
came a member of the Judge staff, 

Mr. Gillam’s work will hereafter be 
a daily feature of the Post-Dispatch, 
aiding its readers to see the funny side 
of life on most occasions and preaching 
a needed sermon at times.

Both Democrats and Republi- 
cans Claim the Lieutenant- 
Governorship. 








RUN NECK AND NECK 





Gmelich’s Adherents Say He 
Has Won by 100; Painter’s 
Friends Dispute It. 





Interest and excitement among politi- 
cal leaders now center in the close race 


bétween Jacob F. Gmelich, Republican, 
and W. R. Painter, Democratic candi- 
date for Lieutenant-Governor. 

The official canvass for Sst. Louis 
Shows’ that both candidates received 
more votes than were credited to them 
in the police returns. 

Painter is the chief beneficiary of these 
gains, which gave him 3824 additional 
votes compared with an increase of 245 
for Gmelich. Democrats are claiming 
Painter's election by not fewer than 22 
vetes, while the Republicans say 
Gmelich has won by not less than 100. 

The importance of the leutenant-gov- 
ernorship to the Democrats prompts 
predictions that Painter will contest the 
election of Gmelich if the final official 
count is-very close. Painter’s election 
would give the Democrats an additional 
vote in the State Senate and insure them 
full control of the committees in that 
branch of the Legislature. 

Of greater moment than those advan- 
tages, however, it is indicated, would be 
his succession to Gov. Hadley in the 
event gf the latter’s absence from the 
‘State or disability. 

There is some surprise among politi- 
clans at the comparative insignificance 
of the Socialist vote in St. Louis. Gar- 
ver, Socialist candidate for Governor, 
received 4462 votes. Allen, Socialist can- 
didate for United States Senator, is 
credited with 4589 votes. 

The canvass of the vote for local of- 
fices, completed Wednesday, does not 
show important changes. For these can- 
didates as well as for those in the State 
the Socialist vote was light. 

The returns show that there are more 
Prohibitionists than Populists in St. 
Louis. Faris, Prohibitionist guberna- 
torial candidate received 203 votes. Forty- 
three ballots were cast for Dillon, can- 
didate of the People’s party. John M. 
London, Populist candidate for the 
United States Senate got 78 votes. 

Although not a candidate, D. R. 
Francis had three admirers who 
believed he should be in the United 
States Senate. Two of thesé cast bal- 
lots in the Twenty-eighth Ward and one 
in the Twenty-fourth Ward. 

Swanger, Republican candidate for 
Secretary of State, profited most by the 
official canvass. He gained 205 votes 
compared with the police returns, and 
Roach, his Democratic opponent, lost 
101. Swanger’s net gain was 306 votes. 

Tolerton, Republican candidate for 
State Auditor, was the next heaviest 
gainer, with 306 votes. Gordon, the 
Democratic candidate, gained 12 votes, 
Tolerton’s net advance being 304 votes. 
“The chief loser on the Republican 
State ticket was Fulkerson, candidate 
for Attorney-General. Thirty-two bal- 
lots were found to have been incorrectly 
credited to him. Major, his Democratic 
opponent, lost three votes. Tolerton’s 
net loss was 2. 

Here. are the official returns of the 
vote cast in St. Louis for the Democrat- 
ic and Republican candidates for the 
principal State officers, contrasted with 
the unofficial returns:

For five hours and a half Charles 
VY. Bresch, an expert chemist, lay with 
a fractured skull on a stair landing in 
the laboratory of the Los Angeles Phos- 
phate Co., 124 Market street, Tuesday, 
supposed to be in a drunken stupor.

The telephone rang and Blair went 
downstairs to answer H. The call was 
from his employer, E. W. Woods, Who 
was superintending the removal of the 
laboratory to ,.206 South Fourth street. 
While at the telephone Blair heard a 
crash. He ran back and found Bresch 
lying on the landing of the backstairs. 
Bresch seemed to be sleeping naturally. 

Didn’t Suspect Ininry. . 

Blair returned to the telephone and 
told Woods of Bresch’s condition 
“Let him sleep there till he sobers up,”’ 
said Woods, who did not suspect that he 
had been injured. That was at 9:30 a.m, 

At 3 p. m. Blair went to rouse the 
sleeper. He found Bresch’s hands 
and face icy cold. He summoned Woods, 
who was greatly shocked when he saw 
Bresch was dead. The body was taken 
to the Morgue, where an autopsy 
showed that the skull had been frac- 
tured. | 


Bresch was very reticent and but lit- 


tle is kraown of his antecedents. His 
education and manners indicated that he 
had known better days. His family in 
Germany is said to be wealthy and 
prominent. A son, George D., lives at 
1937 Papin street.

Thanksgiving Bride Aids Parent Badly Hurt 
and Then Goes With Him in 
an Ambulance.

To reach her aged father, who had 
been fatally injured in a railroad-yard 
accident, Miss Josephine Chapman, a 
Thanksgiving bride-elect, rode a mile 
and a half on a narrow swinging foot- 
rail of a switch engine to the East Bt.

Finding her father, Andrew Chapman, 
at the depot, his left leg and his right 
arm hopelessly crushed, the young wom- 
an threw her own coat over his form 
as it was placed in the ambulance, and 
insisted on riding, inside the conveyance, 
to St. Mary’s Hospital. 

There, with her aged grandmother, 
who was an army nurse during the 
Civil War, Miss Chapman was at her 
father’s hedside almost constantly for 
three days. Death ended her father's 
sufferings and her vigil Tuesday. 

Nestor of Switchmen. 

Chapman, who lived at 122 North Fifth 
strect, was 62 years old, and was known 
as the oldest of the host of switchmen 
employed in and around East St. Louis. 
He was employed by the Clover Leaf, 
in what is known as the Madison yard. 

Caught while making a coupling last 
Saturday, ne fell unconscious, his arm 
and leg almost torn off. A switch en- 
gihe was at once attached to a caboose 
and a message was sent to the Relay 
Station to have an ambulance in wait- 
ing. 

Miss Chapman was informed of the 
accident after she had reached the Chi- 
cago & Alton offices, where she is em- 
ployed as stenographer. She started to 
walk to the Relay Depot, a mile and a 
half away, but Tom Hayes, an Alton 
engineer, hailed a B. & O.. switching 
crew and asked the engineer, Chris 
Nolan, to carry them to the Relay De- 
pot. Nolan at once uncoupled his en- 
gine, Hays and Miss Chapman got on 
the rear footboard and a quick run was 
made to the depot. 

A man who had placed his coat over 
Chapman as he lay in the depot wanted 
the coat back, and the daughter took 
off her own jacket and threw it over 


the unconscious form as it was glaced 
in the ambulance. : 

“You better not ride in there, miss,” 
said the driver. 

“IT will, I’m his daughter,” 
replied. 

While Miss Chapman was at the hos- 
pital Sunday, ministering to her father, 
the bans for her merriage were read in 
St. Patrick’s Church. She is to be mar- 
ried Thanksgiving day to Andrew Crane, 
a C. & A. engineer. Because of her be- 
reavement the ceremony will be with- 
out the festivities which were intended. 

Chapman's funeral, to be held Thurs- 
day afternoon from the home to Mount 
Hope Cemetery, will be attended by 
members of the G. A. R. and the Odd 
Fellows.

The demand for charity in St. Louis 


this winter will be % per cent greater 
than in past seasons, according to esti- 
mates made by the officers of the Prov- 
ident Association. 

At least 10,000 applications are antici- 
pated. Speakers at the asociation’s an- 
nual meeting, held Tuesday night at 
the headquarters, 1623 Washington ave- 
nue, urged a corresponding increase in 


Saunders Norvell, chairman of the 
meeting, preached a lay sermon with 
the parable of the Good Samaritan, 
which he read in full, as his text. In 
referring to the association's work, he 
said that 74 cents of every $1 contrib- 
uted goes to the poor, and that this 
percentage is higher than in the organ- 
ized charity of most cities. 

Samuel Cupples, president of the asso- 
ciation, said In his address that a watch 
had been kept during tne summer 
months on families which regularly re- 
ceived aid last winter, and that wilful 
idleness or extravagance had been dis- 
couraged by these visits. 

“Krom Thanksgiving to May Day,” 
said Mr. Cupples, ‘‘we shall be asked 
to relieve the necessities of at least 10,- 
000 individuals. These applicants require 
in s6me cases food, in others clothing, 
in others medicine, and for other needs 
we must be prepared to give protracted 
and thorough care until they are able 
to provide-for their- wants.” 

He urged that cast-off clothing and 
old furniture be given to the associa- 
tion, rather than to organizations which, 
he said, mace a practice of selling such 
articles. 

The Rev. Dr. H. S. Bradley, in his 
address, advocated specialization in re- 
lief work, and condemned the “spurious 
charity” which gives to gratify the van- 
ity of the giver, or without considering 
what others are giving. 

‘‘There is one clags of poor,’ said Dr. 
Bradley, ‘‘that are poor because they 
wdn’t work. These dare usually the 
street beggars and beggars from house 
to house. The difference between the 
moral. guilt of a thief and a profes- 
sional beggar who can work and won't 
work is so slight as to be insignificant. 
There are records of thieves who have 
been converted to honesty and have 
made of themselves useful and worthy 
citizens, but if any professional ‘won't 
work’ beggar was ever converted to 
righteousness I have never heard of 
him.”

Louis Blauhut Gave Up Bed to 
Unfortunate Youth and 
Slept on Floor. 


SUFFOCATED BY SMOKE 











Guest on Bed Was Aroused 
in Time to Leap to Ad-. 
joining Roof. 





A few hours after he had given up 
his own bed to one of the two homeless 
boys whom he had taken in and given 
shelter from the cold, Louis Biauhut, 
17 years old, was burned to death at 218 
Sidney street early Wednesday. 
One of the boys whom he befriended 
was Peter Payes, a negro, 16 years old. 
The other, William Stuetzer, a white 
boy, was the one to whom he surren- 
dered his bed. It was this act of kind- 
ness that cost Blauhut his life. 
Lying on the floor he was the first 
to be overcome by smoke when the bulild- 
ing caught fire. It is believed that the 
flames started in the stable beneath 
hig room and that the smoke coming 
through the cracks in the floor suffo- 
cated Blauhut before his companions 
awoke. 
Had he been in his bed he would have 
had as good a chance to escape as had 
Stuetzer, his guest. 

Awakened by Flames, 
When the roaring flames awakened 
Stuetzer and Payes the room was filled 
with smoke. They looked about on the 
floor for Blauhut, but in the darkness 
were unable to fing him and _ they 
reached the conclusion that he had es- 
caped through the window. 
Before they jumped to the roof of a 
chicken house adjoining the stable their 
faces and hands were badly burned. 
After the fire had been extinguished 
Blauhut’s body was found in the ruins. 


Bouckaerdt, a butcher and owner of the 
stable, only four days. The boys whom 
he sheltered were out of work and asked 
him to take them in. 

Family Driven From Home. 
Mr. Bouckaerdt, his wife and four 
children fled from their home in their 
nightclothes, but the flames were check- 
ed before they reached the residence. 
The damage to the stable and slaughter- 
house was $3000. 
Stuetzer and Payes are at the City 
Hospital, where it is thought they have 
a good chance for recovery. They say 
that they retired at 9 p. m. and deny 
that they smoked in the loft. They. left 
a lighted lantern near their bed. This 
was found intact in the ruins.

H. Clay Pierce, the ‘genial Mr. 
Pierce,”” as Texas newspapers are now 
calling him, departed from Austin for 
St. Louls Tuesday night, according to 
press dispatches, after expressing himself 
as “highly pleased’’ with the way in 
which he was treated when he went 
there to face the charge that he swore 
falsely.

Even though nothing else had been 
accomplisiied by his 3000-mile ‘rip, Aus- 
tin ig way ahead of the game. She has 
geen thé real thing in clothes. 

A carload of brilliantly colored fashion 
plates would have had Jess effect in 
the sartorial uplifting of the men of 
Austin than did the appearance of H. 
Clay Pierce on the streets of Austin. 

Fresh from the hands of his tailors in 
New York, he dawned upon the South- 
western city like a dazzling aurora 
borealis, the colors of his spectrum 
ranging from the red of his secks, 
through the orange of his vest to the 
softly shaded violet of his tie. 

It had been widely heralded that Mr.

Intimations come from Jefferson City that an 
effort will be made to have the Legislature in- 
vestigate the methods by which Folk was beaten 
in the senatorial primary, and a fake circular 
letter which was mailed to the election judges in 
Greene County, directing them to miscount the 
ballots, is cited as a sample of the evidence which 
will be submitted to the investigators.

perience to go on. Capital was most difficult to 
get, credits were mysterious things. Whereas now 
we have a system of commercial ratings, every- 
thing was then haphazard and we suffered from a 
stupendous war and all the disasters which fol- 
lowed. 

Compare this day with that. Our comforts and 
opportunities are multiplied a thousandfold. The 
resources of our great land are now actually open- 
ing up and, are scarcely touched; our home mar- 
kets are vast, and we have just begun to think of 
the foreign peoples we can serve—the people who 
are years behind. us in civilization. In the East 
a quarter of the human race is just awakening. 
The men of this generation are entering into a 
heritage which makes their fathers’ lives look 
poverty stricken by comparison. I am naturally 
an optimist, and when it comes to a statement of 
what our people will accomplish in the future, 
I am unable to express myself with sufficient en- 
thusiasm. 

There are many things we must do to attain 
the highest benefits from all these great blessings; 
and not the least of these is to build up our rep- 
utation throughout the whole world. 

The great business interests will, I hope, 
comport themselves that foreign capital will con- 
sider it a desirable thing to hold shares in Amer- 
ican companies. It is for Americans to see that 
foreign investors are well and honestly treated, 
so that they will never regret purcheses of our 
securities. 

I may speak thus frankly, because I am an in- 
vestor in many American enterprises, but a con- 
troller of none (with one exception, and that a 
company which has not been much of a divi- 
dend payer), and I, like all the rest, am depend- 
ent upon the«honest and capable administration 
of the industries. I firmly and sincerely be- 
lieve that they will be so managed. 


Not a Nation 


of Misers. 
OU hear a good many people of pessimistic 
Y disposition say much about greed in Amer- 
ican life. One would think to hear them 
talk that we were a race of misers in this coun- 
try. 

To lay too much stress upon the reports of 
greed in the newspapers would be folly, since 
their function is to report the unusual and even 
the abnormal. When a man goes properly about 
his daily affairs, the public prints say nothing. 
But because he is thus brought into prominence 
occasionally, you surely would not say that these 
occasions represented his normal life. It is by no 
means for money alone that these active-minded 
men labor--they are engaged in a fascinating oc- 
cupation. The zest of the work is maintained by 
something better than the mere accumulation of 
money, and, as I think I have said elsewhere, the 
standards of business are high and are getting 
better all the time. 

I confess I have no sympathy with the idea so 
often advanced that our basis of all judgments in 
this country is founded on money. If this were 
true, we should be a nation of money hoarders 
instead of spenders. Nor do I admit that we are 
so small-minded a people as tq, be jealous of the 
success of others. It is the other way about: we 
are most extraordinary ambitious, and the success 
of one man in any walk of life spurs the others on. 
It does not sour them, and it is a libel even to 
suggest so great a meanness of spirit. 


An Irish 
Neighbor’s Wit. 


N READING the newspapers, where so much 

is taken for granted in considering things on 

a money standard, I think we need some of 
the. sense of humor possessed by an Irish neigh- 
bor of mine, who built what we regarded as an ex- 
tremely ugly house, which stood out in bright 
colors as we looked from our windows. My 
taste in architecture differed so widely from that 
affected by my Irish friends that we planted out 
the view of his house by moving some large trees 
to the end of our property. Another neigh- 
bor who watched this work going on’ asked Mr. 
Foley why Mr. Rockefeller moved all these big 
trees and cut off the view between the houses. 
Foley, with the quick wit of his country, re- 
sponded instantly: “It’s invy; they can't stand 
looking at the ividence of me prvusperity.” 

In my early days men acted just as they do now, 
no doubt. When there was anything to’ be done 
for general trade betterment, almost every man 
had some good reason for believing that his case 
was a special one, different from all the rest. 
For every foolish thing he did, or wanted to do. 
for every unbusiness-like plan he had, he always 
pleaded that it was necessary in his case. He was 
the one man who had to sell rt less than cost, to 
disrupt all the business plans of others in his 
trade, because his individual position was so abso- 
lutely different from all the rest. It was often a 
heart-breaking undertaking to convince those men 
that the perfect occasion which would lead to the 
perfect opportunity would never come, even if 
they waited until the crack o' doom. 


Unintelligent 
Competition. 
HEN, again, we had the type of man who 
really never knew all the facts about his 
' own affairs. Many of the brightest kept 
their books in such a way that they did not actu- 
ally know when they were making money on a

poereee Pe at my and when they were losing. 


competition was a hard matter 


to study the books and face the truth. From the 
first, the men who managed the Standard Oil Co. 
kept their books intelligently as well as correctly. 
We knew how much we made and where we 
gained or lost. At least, we tried not to deceive 
ourselves. 

My ideas of business are no doubt oldfashioned, 
but the fundamental principles do not change 
from generation to generation, and sometimes [ 
think that our quick-witted American business 
men, whose spirit and energy are so splendid, do 
not always sufficiently study the real underlying 
foundations of business management. I have 
spoken of the necessity of being frank and honest 
with one’s self about one’s own affairs; many 
people assume that they can get away from the 
truth by avoiding thinking about it, but the 
natural law is inevitable, and the sooner it is rec- 
ognized, the better. 

One hears a great deal about wages and why 
they must be maintained at a high level, ‘by 
the railroads, for example. A iaborer is 
worthy of his hire, no less, but no more, and in 
the long run he must contribute an equivalent 
for what he is paid. If he does not do this, he 
is probably pauperized, and vou at once throw 
out the balance of things. You can't hold up 
conditions artificially, and you car’t change 
the underlying laws of trade. {f you try, 
you must inevitably fail. All this may be trite 
and obvious, but it is remarkable how many 
men overlook what should be the obvious. These 
are facts we can’t get away from—a business man 
must adapt himself to the natural conditions as 
they exist from month to month and year to year. 
Sometimes I fee] that we Americans think we can 
find a short. road to success, and it may appear 
that often this fact is accomplished; but real effi- 
ciency in work comes from knowing your facts 
and building upon that sure foundation. 

Many men of wealth do not retire from busi- 
ness even when they can. They are not willing 
to be idle, or they have a just pride in their 
work and want to perfect the plans in which 
they have faith, or, what is of still more con- 
sequence, they may feel the call to expand and 
build up for the benefit of their employes and as- 
sociates and these men.are the great builders up 
in our country. Consider for a moment how much 
would have been left undone if our prosperous 
American business men had sat down with folded 
hands when they had acquired a competency. I 
have respect for all these reagors, but if a man 
has succeeded, he has brought upon himesclf cor- 
responding responsibility, and our instiiutions 
devoted to helping men to help themselves need 
the brain of the American business man as well 
as part of his money. 

Some of these men, however, are so absorbed 
in their business affairs that they hardly have 
time to think of anything else. If they do in- 
terest themselves in a work ouviside of their own 
office and undertake to raise money, they begin 
with an apology, as if they are ashamed of them- 
selves. 

“I am no beggar,” I have heard many of them 
say, to which I could only reply: ‘“l am sorry 
you feel that way about it.” 

I have been this sort of beggar all my life 
and the experiences I have had were so inter- 
esting¢and important to me that I will venture 
to speak of them in a later chapter.
